TAKING CUTTINGS:

Take cuttings only from new growth on healthy plants. Trim cuttings to 2-8 inch pieces.
Make cuts at a 45-degree angle. Do not dip cuttings into container. Do not pour used gel
back into the container. Immediately dip into EZ-Root Gel, or immerse in water until
ready to be dipped. The cuttings can also be re-cut prior to dipping. Spray cuttings
frequently, and use a humidity dome to prevent excessive wilting.
